* (.inhibition ahall remain in force until the phyri- 
cian in charge or the Sanitary Committee alter 
invettigalton ahall declare that all danger of in- 
fection or contagion haa pawed.

nominee for the office sought, that per- 
son who is the only candidate, and shall 
refund to such candidate the entrance 
fee paid by him, less his proportion of 
the costs already accrued from adver- 
tising and preparing for the election. 1 

5. The polls shall be opened in each 
and every precinct of all the counties 
in the district aforesaid, in the usual 
and regular voting places. 

6. Upon the closing of the polls, the 
officers shall proceed to count the bal- 
l»ts and to make returns, and in so do- 
ing shall be governed by the provisions 
of the general election laws, and the 
returns shall be made to the chairmen 
of the respective counties in the dis- 
trict, who will deliver the stub-books, 
the certificates, and any questioned bal- 
lots to this committee. 

*7. The officers of election shall be se- 
lected from lists to be offered by the 
candidates, in accordance with the pro- 
visions of the primary election law, by 
the district committee. 

8. Each candidate shall be entitled to 
designate by written notice to the
